A. U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2002/051371 

The '371 patent reference was cited as a Y-type reference in a Search Report for 
corresponding European patent application 03 01 7160. A Y-type reference is pertinent when 
combined with one or more Y-type references. 

B. German Reference No. 92 16 662.8 

Based solely on the drawings, the '662.8 patent reference is pertinent because it appears 
to disclose a circuitry that is in conmiunication with a pulse generator. The '662.8 patent 
reference was cited as an A-type reference in a Search Report for corresponding European patent 
application 03 01 7160. An A-type reference is not considered pertinent to patentability and 
provides technical background. 
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C, European Reference No, 0 621 148 

The ' 148 patent reference was cited as an A-type reference in a Search Report for 
corresponding European patent application 03 01 7160. It is believed that U.S. Patent No. 
5,408,842 corresponds to the '148 patent reference. 

D. European Reference No. 0 730 339 

The '339 patent reference was cited as an X-and Y-type reference in a Search Report for 
corresponding European patent application 03 01 7160. An X-type reference is pertinent when 
taken alone.
